The body of 49-year-old 
Robert L. Baker was found in a 
fishing lake on the boy scout 
reservation Sunday after a 
massive dragging operation. 
Baker apparently drown late 
Saturday afternoon while 
fishing along in a _ small 
aluminum boat. He lived in 
Ozark at the time of his death 
and was active as a Cub 
Scoutmaster. 

The story by scout officials 
at the scene was that Baker 
was last seen alive about 4:30 
Saturday afternoon when he 
told O'Neal Strickland, ranger 
at Camp Alaflo he was going to 
fish about 45 more minutes. 
Strickland said Baker was 
Standing on the. bank at that

time but had been in the boat 
earlier and apparently again 
fished from the boat. 

Strickland went back at 9:30 
Saturday to check the camp 
and found Baker's car still 
parked in the parking lot. He 
then went to the lake, found 
the boat with all Baker's 
fishing equipment and his fish 
still in it and sounded the 
alarm. 

The boat was partially 
filled with water, one paddle 
was in the water, a fishing line 


was still in the lake and a 
small aluminum hunting 3) | 
was in the boat with the rigut 
legs collapsed. 

Dragging efforts were 
begun by the Enterprise 
Rescue Squad shortly after it 
had been determined Baker 
had not returned to his homé 
in Ozark and was known to just 
walk off such as that.

Diesel Fuel 


Authorized For 
Farm Use 


“Farmers are entitled to 
obtain sufficient fuel to meet 
requirements,’’ Robert 
English, Chairperson of the 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation (ASC) committee 
said. They are also entitled to 
100 percent of their farm needs 
of propane, butane and 
gasoline, 

The Department of Energy 
(DOE) established recently a 
priority system for distributing 
diesel fuel, giving. the highest 
priority to that used in 
agricultural production. 

Secretary of Agriculture 
Bob Bergland said any 
shortages of diesel fuel could 
significantly reduce the size of 
harvests, create a tight supply 
situation, and result in serious 
market disruptions. Wholesale 
suppliers of diesel fuel will be 
required to: provide local 
distributors and retailers with 
supplies sufficient to meet 
farmers’ needs. 

To help implement the 
agricultural priority, ASCS 
will assist farmers in making 
application for their fuel 
requirements, ‘‘Upon request, 
we will help determine what 
constitutes agricultural produc- 
tion. We will also report 
planted acreages, cropping 
patterns and other information 
to fuel dealers, state energy 
offices and the Department of 
Energy, in support of a 
farmer’s application,’’ Mr. 
English said. 

If the problems cannot be 
solved locally, ASCS will get 
further help from the DOE 
regional office.

In Matthew 21:23, among 
other places, the religious 
feaders of Jesus’ day posed for 
Him the interesting question, 
“By what authority doest thou 
these things?” They were 
constantly seeking authority in 
all the things they did, and so 
they wanted to know the 
source of the authority of 
Jesus. They were impressed 
both with the miraculous works 
and the insightful words of 
Jesus, but they could not 
accept them unless they 
conformed to their standards of 
authority. There was, of 
course, a flaw in their logic 
because it made the means 
more important than the end 
result. They could not see 
Jesus for His true worth 
because He did mot fit their 
ideas of what He should be 
and how He should do His 
work, 

Jesus was self-authenti- 
cating. He did not need the 
witness of three rabis to make 
Him the Messiah -- He was 
who He was because of His 
divine origin and His earthly 
mission. In short, they should 
have accepted Jesus because of 
who He was instead of seeking 
to understand the authority 
behind what He was doing, In 
one place, Jesus pointed out to 
them that his works, the 
witness of the Father, and 
the scriptures all bore witness 
to His authenticity, but 
because of their blindness, 
they could not see the truth, 
How sad to be so close to the 
ultimate revelation of God and 
at the same time to be blinded

Dr. Arlie Powell, Fr 
Horticulturist for the Alaba.u 
Cooperative Extension Service, 
discussed several insect and 
disease problems and a 
number of cultural practices 
that fruit producers in this area 
should adopt during his recent 
visit at the Coffee County 
Extension Office. 

Dr. Powell cited peach tree 
short life as one of the most 
serious problems confronting 
peach growers, Trees begin 
dying above ground in the 
second or third growing 
season, while the root system 
remains viable. The life 
expectancy of a tree drops 
from 12-15 years down to 6-8 
years. This problem is caused 
by a number of factors working 
together and can be combated 
with a “Ten Point 
Management Program’’ ayail- 
able from the County 
Extension Office, 

Oa) vst rot is a fungal 
disease tuat attacks peaches. It 
completely destroys the root 
system, If you dig around the 
base of an infected tree, you 
can see a white fungus. This 
disease is prevalent in areas 
where oak trees once grew in 
the soil. 

The peach tree borer, plum 
cucurlio, and stink bugs are 
some of the most bothersome 
insects on fruits, but can be 
controlled if the recommended 
spray schedule is followed. 

Fire blight is the culprit 
that most apple and pear 
producers must fight against. 
Infected trees SO yeine 

with _ strepto 
atc) days during bloom. 
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avoided by use of recommend- 
ed varieties for this area. He 
also noted that a better quality 
“suit could be obtained if 
rowers would thin the fruit. 
Ideally, fruits should be 
thinned in the blossom stage 6 
inches apart along each 
branch, 

Dr. Powell also talked about 
growing domesticated black- 
berries and weed control in 
strawberries. When asked, ‘'Is 
there any fruit that you can 
grow that you don't have to 
Spray?’’, his surprising answer 
was ‘Yes, Rabbiteye 
blueberries have practically no 
insect and disease problems." 
The few pests that have been 
seen on them are not believed 
to be of economic importance. 

Further information covered 
by Dr. Powell is available from 
the County Extension Office in 
a circular entitled “Fruit 
Culture in Alabama.” It 
includes information on site 


selection, site preparation, 
varieties, rootstock and plant 
propagation, pollination, 


planting procedures, pruning 
and training, fertilization and 
pest management, Come by 
and pick up your copy today. 


DAMAGING 
The peach tree borer is a 
very damaging insect. When 
you see jelly-like material 
coming out at the base of the 
peach tree or on the trunk or 
even on the limbs, this is 
evidence of borer damage. 
Borers will kill trees. This is a 

very troublesome pest. 
I have asked our farm 
supply places to get some 
Dursban in small containers 


. which growers can use to spray 


for the borer. Check with your 
supplier for this material. 

The peach and plum trees 
should be sprayed three times 
-- July 1, August 1, and 
September 1. Spray at least 
the bottom one-third of the 
tree thoroughly including the 
lower limbs and the trunk and 
let some of the material run 
lown the trunk to the base of 
the tree. If you will follow this 
procedure of spraying three 
times every year, you can 
control the peach tree borer. 
Of course, you need to follow a 
spray program to protect your 
fruit from worms and diseases. 
We have those schedules 
available. 


BAHIA CONTROL 

We have a large number of 
lawns in the county which have 
become infested with Bahia- 
grass. Bahiagrass is 
excellent for cattle, but it is a 
very troublesome lawn weed. It 
will grow up in just a day or 
two and make a seedhead. This 
requires a lot of mowing. 
Bahiagrass is used quite 
extensively in certain areas of 
Florida as a lawn. 

How do you go about 
controlling this Bahiagrass in a 
lawn? The first week in 
October and the first week in 
February, use Balan granules 
according to the directions on 
the container. This procedure 
will keep any Bahiagrass seed 
from germinating. 

But what do you do with 
the existing plants in your 


lawn? Use a chemical called 
MSMA. Follow directions on 


the container and make 
repeated applications of 
MSMA throughout the 


summer. You certainly won't 
kill it all by spraying two or 
three times even though this 
will kill some of it. It may take 
a couple or three years to get 
rid of Bahiagrass, but it can be 
done. 

Dan Presley has 
successfully gotten rid of a lot 
of the Bahiagrass in our lawn 
at the Farm Center. If you 
have questions about this, call 
Presley at 894-5596, 


NEW APPROACH 

A good farmer friend of 
mine in southwest Coffee 
County pointed out this week 
that Extension needs to work 
more on marketing products 
rather than so much on _ pro- 
duction, I agree. Of course, 
production is extremely 
important, and you have to 
produce before you can 
market. But we need to give a 
lot more emphasis to market 
information. 

For example, Dan Presley 
plans to send out the very 
latest market outlook for both 
hogs and cattle beginning next 
month, If Coffee County hog 
producers, for example, can 
keep up with the pig numbers 
in the United States, this will 
give them good information on 
what to expect in the way of 
prices. In the past six months 
pig numbers have probably 
increased 15-20% in the United 
States. This means that within 
a few months supplies of pork 
will be abundant, and the price 
of market hogs is going to get 
cheaper. But we plan to do a 
lot more market information 
work for Coffee County 
farmers, 


FRUIT TREES 

Dr, Arlie Powell, our fruits 
Specialist at Auburn, told us 
this past week that 
recommended varieties of fruit 
trees, particularly apple and 
peach trees, need to be 
ordered within the next 30-60 
days. There is a big demand 
for fruit trees. Nurseries need 
to know weil ahead of time 
what varieties are needed. 
We have good nurseries in 
Coffee County who can get the 
varieties and the quality that 
you want ordered. 


LANDSCAPING 

Sara Hutchinson is the 
landscaping specialist on our 
staff. Brenda Allen also helps 
her, We have noticed that 
quite a few people in the 
county let their foundation 
plants get entirely too large. 
For example, corner plantings 
should rarely, if ever, reach up 
to the roof line of the house. 
They should be trimmed back 
to prevent this. 

In addition, a lot of people 
let plantings in the front in 
between and under windows 
get entirely too large. Now is 
not the best time to prune, but 
keep this in mind when you 
prune in January and 
February. You don’t have to 
worry about pruning to 
severely. Most of the plants 
will come back quickly. 

Another reminder: If you 
just clip your plants on top, 
then new growth will occur 
there. This will cause a 
top-heavy condition -- too much 
leaves, branches and foliage at 
the top and bare at the bottom 
- and this is not good. So 
plan to do some pruning close 
to the ground so that new 
growth will come out there and 
fill in the bare spaces.

Mr. Samuel S. 


Edmondson 


The Senior Spotlight falls 
on a very special person this 


mid-week of June - a gentle- 
man who is well-known and 
loved by many folks, as a 
result of being in the public 
eye, so to speak, in connection 
with his job as a rural mail 
carrier on Rt. 4 - for 24 years, 
until his retirement in 1959. He 
is a gentleman whose motto 
really was“. .... neither 
snow nor rain nor heat nor 
gloom of night stays these 
couriers from the swift comple- 
tion of their ap- 
pointed rounds,’’ (quoted from 
Herodotus, the Greek histor- 
ian, writing about the Persian 
postal system of S00 B.C. This 
quotation is inscribed on the 
front of the General Post Office 
in New York City.) 


We won't keep you in 
suspense any longer - if you 
haven't already recognized the 
gentleman to whom we're re- 
ferring, it is Mr. Samuel S. 
Edmondson, a gentleman 
who, in his fruitful lifetime, 
has been a credit to the City of 
Elba. , 


Mr. Edmondson is a trans- 
planted Georgian, having been 
born in the Fife Community, 
which is located in Campbell 
County, Georgia, and is located 
about 15 miles this side of 
Atlanta. 


He was one of eight child- 
ren born to James E. and 
Martha Ann Eliza (who was 
called ‘‘Aunt Like’’ by. every- 
one) Edmondson, on March 6, 
1893, which makes him 86 
years of age. Six of the eight 
children are still living, and 
they are: George Edmondson, 
who resides _in Fairburn, 
Georgia; Harry Edmondson, 
College Park, Ga.; Mrs. Ruby 
Harris, Mrs. Mary Ellington 
and Mrs. Fannie Tarpley, all of 
whom still live in the Fife 
Community; and Lester and 
Charlie, who are deceased. 


An interesting sidelight 
about two of Mr. Edmondson's 
sisters ~ Mrs. Ellington and 
Mrs. Ruby Harris now reside 
in the family homeplace to- 
gether. Mrs. Ellington and her 
husband. now deceased, 
bought the home after the 
death of her parents and have 
kept it beautifully furnished 
with period pieces of antique 
furniture. Mr. Ellington was 
an antique dealer, having 
made many trips to the North 
and East to buy pieces of 
interest for his home and shop. 

Both Mrs. Harris and Mrs. 
Ellington are now widowed, 
but still maintain the family 
home and “‘keep up the yard,”’ 
as well as remaining active in 
their church life in the commu- 
nity. 


Mr. Edmondson is a vet- 
eran of WWI, having served in 
the Army until April, 1919, 
when he returned to the ‘‘good 
ole USA" from France, where 
he had been sent, and where 
he participated in the Battle of 
the Argonne Forest (in the 
Meuse-Argonne region of 
France), which was one of the 
last campaigns of the War, and 
one in which about 1,200,000 
Americans fought, and where 
about one of every 10 was 
killed or wounded. 


Upon his return to the 
United States and the Fife 
Community in April of 1919, 
Mr. Edmondson married Miss 
Ada Mae Thomas, also of the 
Fife Community. on December 
24, 1919, and will celebrate 
their 60th wedding anniversary 
in about six more months. 


After their marriage, they 
stayed in Fife until 1922, when 
they moved to Daytona Beach, 
Florida, and Mr. Edmondson 
began working in the Post 

there, and also as a city 
carrier. Due to asthma 
attacks, he was transferred to a 
rural route in Alapaha, 
Georgis, (an Indian name) in 


1931, where he stayed for four 
years. 


In August of 1935, the 
Edmondsons came to Elba, and 
the move came about in rather 
an unusual way -- he and Mr. 
Lawrence Ham simply swapped 
houses and postal routes! Mr. 
Ham and family moved to 
Alapaha and took up residence 
in the Edmondson home, Mr. 
Ham continued Mr. Edmond- 
son’s route, and the Edmond- 
son family (consisting of three 
children) moved into the Ham 
home (located on Yelverton 
Avenue, up the street from the 
Post Office), and Mr. Edmond- 
son became the rural mail 
carrier for Rt. 4, and stayed 
there until his retirement on, 
November 30, 1959. 


We know Mr. Edmondson 
can tell plenty of stories con- 
nected with his early mail- 
carrying days, in the age of 
unpaved roads and non-air- 
conditioned cars; but two such 
incidents are as follows. 

One day it was raining 
hard, and all the little creeks 
and rivers were overflowing. 
Mr. Edmondson got to the 
Buck Mill Creek bridge, on the 
Damascus Road (the bridge 
was really just some rough, 
crude planks across the creek), 
and his car bogged down, right 
at the bridge. He got out and 
walked to a Mr. Patterson’s 
home which was nearby, to get 
Mr. Patterson's mule to pull 
his car out of the bog. Lo and 
behold! When he returned with 
the mule, his car was com- 


pletely submerged in 
water. He couldn't even see 
the top! 


He then fetched Milton, his 
son, and a couple of his 
friends, and they dived into the 
creek and retrieved _ the mail- 
bags. and Mr. Edmondson 
resumed his mail delivery later 
that day, after the creek had 
subsided and his car had been 
pulled out. The car was quite 
wet, but still intact, as was the 
mail 


Another time, Mr. Edmond- 
son was on his route, and 
found a note in the mailbox of 
a home that said the occupants 
had left him a watermelon on 
the front porch. He jumped 
out to get it, and in his haste, 
apparently left his car out of 
gear, and the next thing he 
knew, his car had stopped 
several hundred yards down 
the road in a little valley! 
After retrieving his car, he 
continued on his way. But he 
got a lot of kidding about the 
incident! 


Mr. and Mrs. Edmondson 
have three children, of whom 
they're very proud. They are 
Milton (the aforementioned 
diver), who lives in Elba and is 
employed with Dorsey Trailers; 

Marguerite Collier, of Mont- 
gomery, who is financial sec- 
retary at Normandale Baptist 
Church; and Martha Martin 
who lives in Elba and is a loan 
teller with the Elba Exchange 
Bank. The Edmondsons have 
seven gtandsons and seven 
great-grandchildren, three of 
whom are girls. 


Mr. Edmondson has many 
interests, among them, fishing, 
working in his yard, gardening, 
and his two greatest passions - 
Seven Shape singing and base- 
ball. He dearly loves baseball 
and in his heyday, played a 
mean game. He is an avid 
Atlanta Braves fan; and when- 
ever there was any baseball 
game going on in town, he 
attended, if he could, and 
always watched them on tele- 
vision; and “‘B. T.,"" he LIS- 
TENED to baseball games on 
the radio!

Most people who 
haye TB take medication while 
they continue to work, stay 
with families, and lead 
normal lives. 

Yes, it’s true that TB is 
contagious or infectious. How- 
fever, this“is only true before 
treatment begins. Shortly after 
drug treatment starts, the 
person becomes noninfectious 
and unable to spread germs. 

Yes, it’s true that a cough 
can be a symptom of TB. But 
it can indicate many other 
things, too, not necessarily TB. 
Any of these symptoms of TB 
should be checked out with a 
doctor: chronic cough; feeling 
tired all the time; weakness; 


unexplained weight loss; loss 
of appetite. Spitting up blood 
is a sign of trouble that 
demands immediate attention. 

No, TB’ is not on the 
increase in this county. But 
each year, over 30,000 
Americans develop the 
disease. Many of these people 
were infected years ago but did 
not develop the disease until 
much later.

If so, make a concentrated 
effort to reduce the amount of 
fat in your diet.
